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Don't over-regulate because of a few trouble-makers, cottage owners ask

At an open house to talk 
about cottage rentals last 
week, the request most often 

late the popular tourist 
accommodations for the 
sake of the few that disrupt 
their neighbours. 

Grant Hawse, represent¬ 
ing the Niagara Vacation 
Rental Association and an 
owner of a cottage rental, 
said that while parallels 


have been drawn to Blue 
Mountain, where young cli¬ 
ents are there to ski and 
party, it couldn't be a more 
different situation than visi¬ 
tors who come to NOTL for 
its history, the theatre, win¬ 
eries and fine restaurants. 

Complaints of disrup¬ 
tions to neighbours is limit¬ 
ed to only two houses, with 
one house accounting for 
the largest number of com¬ 
plaints, Hawse said. 

Existing licensing regula¬ 
tions are effective, he told 
the Town committee review¬ 
ing tourist accommodation 
licensing bylaws, and to 
improve the situation, the 
committee should focus on 
rentals that cause problems. 

"We are very pleased to 
note that the new municipal 
noise bylaw has made sig¬ 
nificant progress in this 
regard. Clearly better 
enforcement and clarity of 
regulations are much more 


at the root of the few prob¬ 
lems that have smfaced than 
is a lack of adequate regula¬ 
tion," said Hawse. 

He also disputes con¬ 
cerns that tourist accommo¬ 
dations are displacing resi¬ 
dential homes in the com¬ 
munity—although cottage 
rentals have increased since 
2000, the number of Bed 
and Breakfasts is less than 
half what it was then, with a 
"net reduction in the num¬ 
ber of houses used for small- 
scale accommodation of 33 
percent." 

The number of tomists 
visiting NOTL has declined 
as well, he said, to 2.2 mil¬ 
lion last year, down from 3 
million 13 years ago. 

More importantly, he 
said, data from the NOTL 
Chamber of Commerce 
shows an even greater 
decline in the number of 
visitors staying overnight. 

Barbara Wiens, former 


NOTL town planner now 
working for Quartek Group, 
also spoke representing the 
rental association. 

She suggested that land 
use compatibility and park¬ 
ing should be addressed in 
zoning bylaws, not the 
licensing bylaw; that noise 
complaints are being 
addressed through noise 
bylaws; and property stan¬ 
dards enforced through the 
property standards bylaw. 

"The licensing bylaw 
works well and allows for 
cottage rentals to co-exist in 
neghbourhoods without 
over-regulation which cre¬ 
ates administration issues 
for the Town and hardships 
of the operators," she said. 

"However the Town 
needs to enforce the other 
bylaws that it has as tools to 
manage issues." 

Neighbours of cottage 
rentals speaking at the meet¬ 
ing asked that the commit¬ 


tee look at the lack of 
enforcement available on 
weekends, and be aware 
that there are unlicensed 
tourist accommodations 
operating in town. 

A draft licensing bylaw is 
expected to be completed 
and posted on the town's 
website by the end of 
February. A public meeting 
will be held in April to dis¬ 
cuss the bylaw that will be 
presented to council. 

In the meantime, the 
Town has placed a morato¬ 
rium on the licensing of new 
cottage rentals, creating 
hardship for some property 
owners who were caught 
unawares, midway through 
the process of renovating 
homes to rent to tourists. In 
some cases they have pur¬ 
chased the property to use 
as their future retirement 
homes and rent in the inter- 

While it's too soon to say 


how the bylaw might affect 
those in limbo, says town 
planning manager John 
Henricks, cottages already 
licensed will continue to 
operate. A decision on 
whether cottage rentals 
should be limited to three or 
four bedrooms could impact 
on those with applications 
on hold, he said. 

There will be at least two 
more opportunities for 
those who are affected to be 
involved in the process— 
when the draft bylaw is 
made public at the end of 
the month, and then when 
the final bylaw goes to coun¬ 
cil. 

"The public will have 
time to react, and we'll con¬ 
sider the input." 

One of the issues still to 
be decided is the tight of 
appeal for owners of cottag¬ 
es or bed and breakfasts 
who have their licences 
revoked, he said.

two simple card tricks, he 
says, changed his life. But 
that was just the first in a 
series of events that led 
him along a path that has 
taken him from coast to 

In Grade 8, another 
book caught his eye—it 
was one on how to make 
dreams come true. He was 
in foster care at the time, 
stuttered, was the victim of 
bullying every single day, 
he says. He spent all his 
recesses in the school 
library as a form of self¬ 
protection. He already had 
dreams of becoming an 
illusionist, but having 
dreams come true was not 
something he expected to 
happen to him. 

But just the same he 
made a list of his goals and 
dreams and taped them to 
his school locker and his 
bedroom mirror.

Snow removal fast and furious

After a fierce winter 
storm blasted Magara- 
on-the-Lake last Friday, 
shutting down schools 
and causing havoc on the 
roads, the Town was 
pleased with how quickly 
the snow removal crews 
responded to clear the 
roads and sidewalks. 

CouncillorTerry Flynn 
asked for a report on how 
the snow removal went 
on Friday, to he compiled 
hy public works. 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
said the crews worked 
quickly and they appreci¬ 
ated the work that was 
done hy them. 

"The public doesn't 
realize how much time it 
takes to remove the snow. 
When the majority of us 
stay inside, they go out," 


said Eke. 

Saturday all the roads 
and sidewalks were 
cleared and salted. 

Monday was spent 
clearing slush from roads 
before the temperature 
dropped and quickly 
melting snow became 
ice, public works director 
Ewald Kucera told the 
Advance. 

Overtime costs for 
clearing up the results of 
the storm were just more 
than $8,000. 

Councillor Martin 
Mazza wanted to see the 
report posted on the 
town's website so the 
public could view the 
efficiency of the work. He 
also suggested that a map 
be posted with it, indicat¬ 
ing the priority routes for 
snow removal. 

The town Issued a 
notice prior to the storm 


asking people not to park 
on roads and Interfere 
with the movement of 
traffic or the clearing of 
snow from the roadway. 

Parents were also 
encouraged to remind 
their children to be aware 
of snow plow operations 
and the hazards posed by 
winter driving condi¬ 
tions, such as reduced 
visibility and Increased 
vehicle stopping dlstanc- 

Councillor Jim Collard 
reminded the public of 
the Snow Removal 
Assistance Program that 
assists seniors and physi¬ 
cally challenged residents 
with snow removal. 

The town always wel¬ 
comes volunteers, but 
there were more than 
enough to help those 
who are eligible and have 
asked for help, said 
Kuczera.

Province should look at Niagara’s stand on smoking 


The Niagara Region legislation, if 
approved by municipalities, will extend 
the outdoor spaces where smokers will be 
prohibited from light up. 

The Regional health department has 
suggested parks, playgrounds, sports fields, 
splash pads, bus shelters and beaches 
should be off-limits to smoking. 

The benefits of having outdoor smoke- 
free spaces are many, including protecting 
the health and safety of other community 
members. It also reduces the amount of 
cigarette butts that municipalities will have 
to clean up. 

Though it states that it wUl encourage 
smokers to cut back or quit, it’s up to the 
individual to make that decision and no 
bylaw is going to create an ex-smoker. 

Arguments can be made from both 


sides on this. If smokers are forced onto 
roads and sidewalks to light up it could 
become a problem for ofiiers using the 
sidewalks. A smoker pays the same taxes 
as everyone else, so they may believe they 
should be allowed to light up in their com¬ 
munity. 

But the benefits far outweigh any per¬ 
ceived shortfall of this proposed bylaw, 
and with tobacco listed as the No. 1 killer 
among people in Ontario, it's hard to argue 
with reducing the number of locations 
where people can smoke, and pass on 
their secondhand smoke. 

This is a good step in protecting the 
health of our children and creating solid 
role models to discourage youth from 
lighting up, and also will help develop 
cleaner, healthier communities.

(Council shoots down lat¬ 
est Paxton Lane 
expansion,Niagara 
Advance, Jan. 30), allow 
me to add the following 
information. 

The first development 
proposal that I encoun¬ 
tered for the Paxton prop¬ 
erty in St. Davids was in 
2008. A large sign along 
the northern edge of the 
property, facing old 
Paxton Lane, described 
the proposal to erect 10 
sin^e family dwellings 


and 18 townhouses on the 
five-acre parcel of land. 
The usable land density of 
this proposal was 5.6 
dwellings per acre. 

The next proposai 
raised the number of pro¬ 
posed dwellings to 44, all 
townhouses, increasing 
the usable land density to 
8.8 dwellings per acre. 

Shortly after, a Stage 3 
archaeological study 
determined that two of the 
five acres should not be 
developed. 

The revised plan that 
Council rejected on Jan. 

21 proposed 35 dwellings, 
11 singes and 24 towns, 
on the remaining three 
acres of usable land, for a 
density of 11.6 dwellings 
per usable acre. 

Most of the residents in 
the Settlement of St. 
Davids did their due dili¬ 
gence on the purchase of 
their property on the 2008 
development plan and 
rightly had a reason to 
believe that the develop¬ 
ment on the Paxton prop¬ 


erty would be comparable 
with the Settlement and 
would offer a second 
entrance/exit from the 
subdivision. 

There was no discus¬ 
sion of private, closed 
roads in the 2008 deveiop- 
ment proposal. Residents 
were alarmed by the 
direction of development 
proposals introduced over 
the last year. 

The 2008 plan made no 
provision with which I am 
aware for “affordable 
homes” as mentioned by 
Councillor Jim Collard. 
Neither did the proposals 
presented in 2012. 

The councillor’s well 
meaning comments seem 
out of context in connec¬ 
tion with this proposal. 

In my opinion, the 
ever-increasing density 
proposed by this develop¬ 
er appears to be only a 
mechanism for maximiz¬ 
ing the return on the 
investment in the Paxton 
property.

Nomination 
process 
foiiowed 
to the ietter 

This is in response to 
the letter regarding lack of 
transparency at PC nomi- 
ation (Niagara Advance, 
Feb. 7): 

I wish to thank John 
McCullough for participat¬ 
ing in the nomination pro¬ 
cess for the Niagara 
Progressive Conservative 
Riding candidate. 

In the Jan. 23 Niagara 
Falls PC nomination pro¬ 
cess, each of the three 
nominees provided eight of 
their own people to register 
and hand out ballots to eli¬ 
gible party members. 

Those ballots were sup¬ 
plied by PC Ontario and 
were strictly regulated and 
dispersed. No one could 
vote without at least two 
people from at least two 
different nominees verify¬ 
ing that person could vote. 

The ballot was then 
placed in a ballot box sup¬ 
plied by PC Ontario and 
attended to by persons, not 


eligible to vote in our rid¬ 
ing, and supervised by a 
security person from PC 
Ontario. After the vote 
ended, the three nominees 
each had three separate 
scrutineers who supervised 
the counting of the ballots. 
The count was conducted 
by people who were not eli¬ 
gible to vote and was 
supervised by these nine 
nominee scrutineers. 

After the first full count 
there was a dead tie, with 
Barbara Greenwood and 
John Wiens capturing a 
combined 50 per cent of 
the vote, and Bart Maves 
capturing the other 50 per 
cent. Ms. Greenwood came 
in third place and dropped 
out. In the preferential bal¬ 
lot system, all that was 
needed was one person 
from Ms. Greenwoods’ 
members to vote for Mr. 
Maves as second choice, 
and he would be the win¬ 
ner. Instead of using a 
shortcut, we proceeded to 
go through the full count so 
as to show the scutineers 
the total result of the vote. 
These scrutineers, again 
three from each nominee, 
signed off on what they wit¬ 
nessed as being the correct 
results of the vote. 

Myself and Richard 


Ciano, president of the 
Ontario PC Party, then met 
with the three nominees 
and disclosed the results of 
the vote, including the vote 
totals. It was a clear and 
sizeable win for Mr. Maves. 
As a gesture of party unity, 
it is customary for the sec¬ 
ond and third parties in a 
nomination to make 
motions to destroy the bal¬ 
lots and declare the deci¬ 
sion unanimous. This 
indeed was moved and 
voted for by hundreds of 
members remaining in the 
room, when the final result 
was revealed by PC Ontario 
President Ciano.

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Council supports getting tough on outdoor smoking 


> Region is 
proposing a 
bylaw that will 
outlaw smoking 
in public places,

Niagara-on-the-Lake is 
supporting a regional ini¬ 
tiative to crack down on 
smoking in public places, 
including parks, play¬ 
grounds, sports fields, 
splash pads, bus shelters 
and beaches. 

Monday evening council 
was presented with a sug¬ 


gested change to a regional 
bylaw by Gillian McDonald, 
Niagara Region's health 
promoter for chronic dis¬ 
ease and injury prevention, 
and Maria Brlgantino, 
regional manager for chron¬ 
ic disease and injury pre¬ 
vention. 

The regional legislation 
would go beyond the pro¬ 
vincial no-smoking act. 

In a November Regional 
report, a call for smoke-free 
outdoor spaces was pre¬ 
sented to Regional council. 
The report recommended a 
regional bylaw to prohibit 
outdoor smoking on all 
regionally and municipally 
owned properties. The- 
report and its recommen¬ 
dations were endorsed by 
Regional Council. 

There are several bene¬ 
fits to smoke-free outdoor 


spaces, including safer and 
healthier communities, 
protection of residents from 
the harmful effects of sec¬ 
ond-hand smoke, providing 
a positive role modeling for 
youth and decreasing the 
chances that youth will start 
to smoke, councillors heard. 
The smoke-free legislation 
would also reduce litter and 
pollution from discarded 
cigarette butts, and would 
encourage smokers to quit 
or cut back. 

“Smoking continues to 
be the Number 1 killer of 
people in Ontario," said 
McDonald. 

Provincial legislation 
protects children by pro¬ 
hibiting smoking outdoors 
on properties that contain 
day nurseries, elementary 
and high schools, but 
doesn’t apply to high-use

Provincial legislation 
specifies that smoking is 
not permitted anywhere on 
school property, is prohib¬ 
ited within nine metres of 
hospitals and long-term 
care facilities and on patios 
which have a roof or an 
overhang. 

A survey conducted by 
the Niagara Region Public 
Health between May and 
June last year indicated 
overwhelming support for a 
move to toughen bylaws. 

A total of 1,907 Niagara 
residents participated in 
the survey and included 
both smokers and non- 
smokers. 

The key findings of the 
study were that 88 per cent 
of Niagara residents sup¬ 
port a bylaw 
restricting smok¬ 
ing in outdoor 
public settings. In 
addition 94 per 
cent of visitors to 
the Niagara region 
support a bylaw 
that restricts 
smoking in out¬ 
door public set¬ 
tings. 

Ninety per cent 
of Niagara resi¬ 
dents support the 
Niagara Falls bylaw 

which prohibits 
smoking in all city- 
owned parks, rec¬ 
reational facilities, 
bus shelters and 
entrances to city- 
owned buildings, 
and 85 per cent of 
Niagara residents

agree that restricting smok¬ 
ing in outdoor settings is 
good for the health of their 
community. 

Enforcement would be 
based on an educate, warn 
and enforce model. 

The educational phase 
would occur during the first 
year of implementation, 
followed by tickets issued 
in 2014. 

The recommended fine 
for not complying with the 
bylaw is $250 with applica¬ 
ble court fees, total payable 
fine being $305. The pro¬ 
posed implementation date 
is May 31, 2013. 

Currendy there are five 
enforcement officers that 
cover 12 municipalities, but 
McDonald said the Town 


bylaw officers would also 
have the authority to issue 

“Our hope is that people 
wifi comply to the bylaw," 
she said. 

Typically, they see a 
trend of "hot spots” where 
the bylaw is broken, but 
McDonald said as educa¬ 
tion increases they will see 
a decrease in the number of 
tickets being issued. 

The next steps for the 
bylaw are consultation and 
engagement with munici¬ 
palities, a draft bylaw, 
bringing it to regional coun¬ 
cil to seek majority vote and 
then the final bill would go 
to municipalities seeking 
the majority vote required 
to pass the bylaw.

Sentry boxes on Queen 
Street and in Simcoe Park and 
students patrolling Old Town 
streets in period U.S. military 
costume are just some of the 
reminders of the 1813 
American occupation we can 
expect to see this summer. 

TOth several exciting com¬ 
memorative events coming 
up, 2013 will be a busy year, 
council heard Monday. 

Tony Chisholm, Rick 
Meloen and Dr. Richard 
Merritt from the War of 1812 
Bicentennial Committee were 
at the town hall to give coun¬ 
cil an overview of the events 
that had occurred in 2012 and 
the events to look forward to 
in the coming year. 

Aimiversaries are an 
important part of how a soci¬ 
ety marks its collective prog¬ 
ress and defines its goals for 
the future. The War of 1812 
were very pivotal times in the 
history of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake that must be remem¬ 
bered and honoured, coun¬ 
cillors were told. 

The first event of 2013 will 
mark the 200th anniversary of 
The Battle of Fort George, 
May 25 and 26. Re-enactors 
from all over North American 
will be in attendance to com¬ 
memorate one of the pivotal 
1813 events in Niagara. 

From May 27 to Dec. 10, 
Niagara Under Occupation 
will be recognized. The pur¬ 
pose of this event is to inform 
tourists and residents about 
why the Niagara occupation 
by American soldiers 200 
years ago occurred, for how 
long and the impact it had. 
Around town during this time 
students will be dressed in 
U.S. military costumes patrol¬ 
ling Queen Street, acting as 
occupying forces. A printed 
proclamation written in peri¬ 
od font on parchment type 
paper will be distributed, and 
period U.S. flags will be fiown 
on Queen Street 

June 21 to 23 will com¬ 
memorate the 200th amtiver- 
sary of Laura Secord’s epic 


journey. TheCommemorative 
Walk and other events will be 
celebrated at tbe Secord 
Homestead in Queenston 
and at the DeCew House. 

Nov. 17 will be the 
Bicentennial Symposium. 
The principal speaker will be 
Dn Don Hickey, professor at 
Wayne State College in 
Michigan and specialist in 
early American history. He is 
an award-winning author of 
six books and almost 100 arti¬ 
cles on the War of 1812, and a 
frequent public speaker about 

Other speakers will include 
Ron Dale, War of 1812 
Bicentennial Project Manager 
for Parks Canada, and Sarah 
Maloney, managing director 
of the Niagara Historical 
Society and Museum. 

Dec. 6 and 7 will mark 
Niagara on Fire. The event 
will commemorate the burn¬ 
ing of the town by an occupy¬ 
ing force as it withdrew to the 
American side of the Niagara 
River. The anniversary is 
important because the burn¬ 
ing made the citizens at the 
time even more determined 
to defend their country, coun¬ 
cillors were told. 

The burning of the town in 
1813 leaves a lasting legacy 
even today. The current pros¬ 
perity of NOTL as a tourist 
draw is partially because of 
the beautiful homes of the 
Regency period that were 
rebuilt in the years after the 
fire. 

A re-enactment video will 
be presented on a large out¬ 
door screen at Market Square. 
The video was recently filmed 
with more than 40 volunteer 
re-enactors, as well as many 
local women and children in 


period costume. An impres¬ 
sive set was built for the film¬ 
ing, including the entire front 
of a house, costumes, torch¬ 
es, muskets and fire, which 
all added to the realism of 
this re-enactment. 

The video itself will tell the 
story of one of the most dev¬ 
astating acts of the War of 
1812, vrfiat led up to it and its 
final consequences. 

Along with the video, a 
sound and light show will be 
projected on the front of the 
courthouse. Dramatic light¬ 
ing on Queen Street will rec¬ 
reate the destruction of the 
town. This event wall be held 
Dec. 7. 

The bicentennial commit¬ 
tee asked council to close one 
block of Queen Street, 
between Regent and King, as 
well as Market Street and 
Market Square for Dec. 7,3 to 
10 p.m. They also requested 
the use of Market Room and 
the Grand Hall of the 
Courthouse for Dec. 7 and 
permission to add lights to 
the town's street posts to proj¬ 
ect flame-like lighting on 
buildings along Queen 
Street. 

In addition, they are also 
seeking permission to do a 
short display of “close prox¬ 
imity fireworks” and several 
professional fire displays in 
Market Square. 

To help vrith the cost of the 
events, they are holding a golf 
tournament May 26, with 
proceeds supporting the 
committee's efforts of the 
2013 signature events. The 
tournament will offer various 
events such as 2012-themed 
challenges and hole-in-one 
contests.

“To be blunt, there’s a lot of 
sweating in the play, but it’s

The film Ai Weiwei, Never 
Sorry will be shown at the 
next meeting of the local 
branch of Anmesty 
International. 

This documentary, 
directed by Alison Mayman, 
follows Ai Weiwei, a well 
known Chinese dissident 
and contemporary artist, 


standing up against a poiiti- 
cal system that uses force, 
repression and censorship 
against those seen as threats. 

Though interviews with 
friends and foiiowers 
BQayman describes Weiwei's 
involvement in the Sichuan 
Earthquake Names Project 
which listed the names of 


5,000 smdent victims who 
died because of shoddy con¬ 
struction of schools. 

By using social media and 
many volunteers, Weiwei 
succeeded in reveailng the 
compiidty of the communist 
government in the tragedy 
and its subsequent silencing 
of all dissent. 


In similar projects to 
reveal the government's cul¬ 
pability, Weiwei put his life in 
danger, using the new media, 
confronting officials and 
finding “surprise” tactics to 
circulate information. 

Be inspired by what a cou¬ 
rageous dissident has been 
able to accomplish for human 


rights.

Simpson is hoping 
merchants, too, will con¬ 
sider dropping their pen¬ 
nies into the jars rather 
than depositing them in 
the bank, where they will 
be removed from circula¬ 
tion. 


"I think they're a nui¬ 
sance to merchants. When 
they have to count their 
till at the end of the day 
it's always the pennies 
that take the most time." 

Now retired, Simpson 
says it was at least five 
years ago when he con¬ 
sidered eliminated the 
penny at his pharmacy, 
rounding down to benefit 
the customer, to eliminate 
the chore of counting 


them at the end of the 
day. Now that the govern¬ 
ment is putting an end to 
the distribution of the 
penny, Simpson hopes 
locals will dispose of 
theirs by donating them 
to a good cause, one that 
will keep some of the 
money in the community. 

The money raised will 
go toward local and inter¬ 
national projects spon¬ 
sored by Rotary, says 


Simpson. 

The club has set a goal 
of collecting $10,000 - 
that's a million pennies to 
be dropped in jars around 

"Our main local project 
this year is to provide 
lights for bikes. We're buy¬ 
ing bicycle lights 

for as many of the off¬ 
shore workers as we can," 
he says. 

"Pennies make dollars.

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Earth Rangers snag recruits with interactive show at iocai schools 


Reptile, barn 
► owl, falcon help 
keep attention 
of students 


The Earth Rangers were 
at Parliament Oak Public 
School Tuesday afternoon, 
where they found plenty 
of eager new recruits. 

The Vaughan-based 
not-for-profit conserva¬ 
tion group brought its 
message to four schools in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, 


using live animals to 
ensure a connection with 
the young audience. 

Andy Cockburn and 
Ashley Fell, wildlife biolo¬ 
gists, travel coast to coast, 
visiting about 600 schools 
every year. Currently they 
have 180,000 kids signed 
up on their website as 
Earth Rangers. 

"We want to inspire the 
kids to help bring back the 
endangered wildlife and 
be environmentally 
friendly,” said Fell. 

She got involved with 
the Earth Rangers due to 
her interest in animals 
and protecting the envi¬ 
ronment. She was former¬ 
ly employedatMarineland, 
and has always worked 


with animals. 

“This opportunity came 
up and 1 took it. I started 
as a presenter training the 
animals,” she said. 

The students lit up 
when Cockburn and Fell 
brought out a variety of 
animals to show the stu- 

Crimson, a red tegu, 
was the first to be brought 
out, with students fasci¬ 
nated by his size and the 
fact that as a protection 
mechanism the reptile 
could detach his tail and 
leave it behind, only to 
grow a new one later. 

Echo, a European barn 
owl flew back and forth 
over the student’s heads 
without making a noise. 


The bam owl flies silently 
to allow him to find and 
capture its prey. He also 
has incredible hearing, 
being able to hear a mouse 
burrowing under the 
ground. 

Darius, a peregrine fal¬ 
con, also flew across the 
gym, but with much loud¬ 
er wings. Though 
Maverick, an American 
kestrel was small for a fal¬ 
con he displays tremen¬ 
dous speed and strength 
and is considered danger¬ 
ous, the students learned. 

Videos were also shown 
to the students on the 
plight of the polar bear, 
habitat restoration for the 
American badger and wet¬ 
land restoration for the 


Oregon spotted frog. 

Getting out to the 
schools is a huge part of 
the Earth Rangers’ man¬ 
date. They visit students 
from Kindergarten to 
Grade 8 to spread their

25 per cent of mammals, 
31 per cent of reptiles and 
33 per cent of amphibians 
across the world are 
threatened with extinc¬ 
tion. 

“Every year more and 
more animals are added 
to the endangered species 
list because of problems 
created by us," said 
Cockburn. 

The four videos they 
showed focus on the tour 
animals that they are cur¬ 
rently trying to help, as 
habitat is compromised 
by the effects of global 
warming, the growth of 
cities and the migration of 
other “bully" species. 

Cockburn, who is also 


known as Andy the 
Adventurer, grew up near 
Toronto in a house that 
was filled with pets, he 
said. He got his name 
because he’s an adventur¬ 
er whose travels have 
taken him to some amaz¬ 
ing places. He’s seen the 
jungles of Nepal, wild rhi¬ 
nos and Asian elephants. 

In addition to schools 
Cockburn and Fell team 
up to do presentations at 
museums and a weekly 
show at the Royal Ontario 
Museum in Toronto.

Alberta was the first 
province in Canada to cel¬ 
ebrate the holiday in 1990. 
It wasn’t until 2007 that 
Saskatchewan began rec¬ 
ognizing the holiday. 

Alberta Lieutenant 
Governor Helen Huntley, 
on the advice of her pre¬ 
mier Don Getty, pro¬ 
claimed the holiday. Getty 
believed it was important 
for all Albertans to take 
time for their families and 
thought the holiday would 
emphasize the importance 
of family values. 

When the holiday was 
introduced it received crit¬ 
icism from employers who 
felt that an ad^tional stat¬ 


utory holiday was an 

den. In response to the 
criticism in Alberta, 
Heritage Day was down¬ 
graded to a civic holiday, 
meaning employers were 
not required to recognize 

During the Ontario 
provincial election in 2007, 
Dalton McGuinty prom¬ 
ised that if re-elected pre¬ 
mier he would establish a 
provincial holiday in 
February. 

Oct. 12, 2007, the pro¬ 
vincial government estab¬ 
lished Family Day, with 
the first one being recog¬ 
nized on Feb. 18,2008.

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Isometric exercise decreases blood pressure, eliminates need for medication 


> Just 12 minutes

Why would patients 
choose to endure the 
side-effects of hlood pres¬ 
sure pills when a new 
Zona Plus exercise can 
ease hypertension?
